ROME, March 7.—The African crisis is 


slightly brighter this morning, the result 
of a despatch from General Balditsera an- 
nouncing the situation not to be so des- 
perate as is generally imagined. 
The 


general has 1800 troops, not counting 1200 
at tlie forts and the re-enforcements. He 
badly needs ammunition and supplies for 
the artillery of about seventy-five pieces. 
The latter captured Shoans' General Ari- 
moaili. Colonel Galliono and 300 Italian 
soldiers are reported prisoners. 


The rioting still continues. The Milan 


infantry was stoned. Two squadrons of 
cava try were finally ordered to charge. 
They rode into the mob with drawn 
swords, pricking the leaders with the 
points of the weapons or hitting them 
with the flat sabres. The mob used stones 
and revolvers. Twelve soldiers and six- 
teen rioters were wounded. The train 
service at Milan is suspended on account 
of mobs attacking trains. The agitation 
is due to fierce opposition of the populace 
to the departure of troops and the calling 
oat of reserves. Like disturbances prevail 
at iiavia, Turin, Naples, Vicenza and 
Ravenna. 


Tlie troops garrison at Milan and Flor- 


ence almost mutinied today, but the 
officers succeeded in calming them.

tbe forces of license and no-license in 
lams arc engaged in the annual contest 
at almost regularly precedes the town 
eeting in that place. 
After a year of no-license, the contest 
ppears to be as earnest as ever and the 
salt as doubtful. On the face of the 
;uatior. it might be said that no-license 
id not <-o commended itself in actual

ise in which appetite and money profits

ic credit to anything that does not work 
i its own interests. 
The situation this year is the old one— 
le temperance people standing for no- 
cense and ruaintaing that this course is 
>r the home and the town's sobriety; the 
cense people answer that no-license is a 
nancial loss to the town and that a worse 
>rm of intemperance is imported into 
ie town by private means and that the 
,w is constantly brok9n. 
Yesterday the TE \XSCTUPT published 
pinions from representative men of 
.dams regarding the effects of no-license 
nd the wisdom of continuing the policy, 
'he opinion quoted is preponderatingly 
jr no-license, but the opinions expressed 
a favor of license are of such a character 
s to leave the question in doubt and one 
pon wliich the voters alone have a right 
a pass judgment. 
The men in Adams in favor of license 
Bust give a strong side to their case from 
heir personality alone. First, there are 
,he to\\ n's officials, presumed to be 
amiliar with all that concerns Adams, 
vhom one no-license advocate in yester- 
Jay's TIIAXSCEIPT admits are license men. 
fhey should have sorje reason for being 
Jcense men. Then listen to the words of 
Jashier Wellington: 


"I believe a well enforced license law is 


much Letter for our community than the 
present system of no-license, financially 
md otherwise. Practically, we are hav- 
ing free rum and no revenue. Evidently 
the present system is a disappointment 
to the true friends of the temperance 
cause." 


The tvidence of Jud^e Eixby who ought 


to be beat able to judge of the evil that 
transpires in Adams is against no-license. 
This ii weighty evidence. 
He says: 


"Vpon the whole, owing to the ease with 
which liquor may be obtained from out of 
town, 1 am of the opinion that the town 
might as well have the money which 
licenses produce as be without the amount 
and cat c for the drunkards North Adams 
and Cb- shire send us." 


But on the no-license tide of the ques- 


tion ar< ranged the clergymen of Adams, 
always representing the highest morality 
of a community. The feeling of these 
men,

morals, is thus expressed by one of them: 


The ' aioon is under the ban in Adams 


and, nceording to tbe testimony of an 
office:, not so much drinking is going on 
as v> as formerly the case. Progress is 
being Made.

Our present situation is thoroughly 


democratic. All the people are upon tho 
same 'ooting. No one is permitted for 
money to place a stumbling block in bis 
brothc '» w..y.

If 
illegal '.elling of liquor is taking place.it 
must l)« remembered thai cvon under li- 
cense raids were necessary and convic- 
tions i allowed. No argument and no ex- 
perience can ever place upon a social 
basis a bUMnes* that lays waste the finan- 
cial re ourees and moral energies of the 
people.

and browns. There are longhaired, short- 
haired and Siamese, which have a short, 
plush-like fur. One of these rare animals 
will be exhibited here by F. C. Witt of 
Greenfield. 
The cats are judged by 


points, and a common-bred animal may 
score high up in points. Angora kittens 
command a good price and the demand 
exceeds the supply, according to raisers 
of fancy cat stock. 


Pure white Angoras sometimes have 


blue eyes. One such is owned by D. W. 
Stevens of Westfleld, who values his pet 
at 51000. The cat show closing today in

ACCIDENT THE CAUSE. 


A Woman 
Injured 
By a Runaway. 


Claimed the Road Was Defective. The 


Suit Strongly Contested. A 


New Trial Granted. 


The superior court at Pittsfleld yester- 


day awarded to Mrs. Anna L. Bosquett of 
Williamstown $2500 damages in a suit 
against the town of Williamstown for 
injuries received while driving on the 
highway there June 10,1,895. The suit has 
caused considerable talk in Williamstown 
and the result of the trial was awaited 
with much interest. The amount of the 
verdict is the largest of any ever found 
the town and was secured through the 
services of Beer and Dowllu of this city. 


On June 10, 1S95, Mrs. Bosquett was 


driving along the road leading from the 
"Hopper" and known as East street. The 
road was in had condition and was so 
rough that the horse was badly cut on the 
gambrela by the jolting of the carriage, 
causing him to run away. Mrs. Bosquett 
was thrown out and injured. The head 
was cut, a rib was fractured and she was 
badly bruised. Through Beer & Dowlin 
she brought suit lor personal injuries and 
damages to the horse and carriage for 
$5,000 against the town of Williamstown. 
The town was represented in the case by 
John F. Noxson of Pittsfleld and Clarence 
M. Smith of Williamstown. The defend- 
ants attempted to show that the horse 
was vicious. Mrs. Bosquett got the horse 
of Selectmen Bridges, who obtained it 
from Mr. Prindle, and it came out in the 
evidence yesterday that both former 
owners had pronounced the animal safe 
and sound, 


Mr. Beer made a strong plea for the 


plaintiff and the case went to the jury at 
2.4r> o'clock. After being out about one 
hour the jury returned a verdict of f 2500 
in favor of the plaintiff. 


The counsel for the town promptly 


asked for another hearirg, claiming that 
the amount was excessive, and the motion 
was granted. The general opinion of the 
mem hers of the bar is that the verdict 
will stand. The hearing will be held next 
week.

Strength of Securities One of tbe En- 


couraging Features—Industrials Weak 


and Mill Operations Retarded— 


Few Business Failure*. 


New York, March 7.—TAe general 


trade situation as summarized by 
Dun in the weekly bulletin issued to- 
day is not as encouraging as might be 
hoped for. The Cuban resolutions and 
the receivers for tho Baltimore & Ohio 
were events of sufficient importance to 
affect almost any genuine market, 
especially for securities. It, therefore, 
argues either remarkable strength of 
conditions or an entire want of life 
and genuineness in the market that 
the prices of the sixty most active 
railroad stocks, which averaged 849.74 
per share February 1, have never fallen 
eince that date lower than $49.36, nor 
risen above 850.85 per share. The mark- 
et is largely under the control of 
operators who cannot afford to see it 
decline much, tut it is also true that 
the vote on Cuba and the receivership 
had both been discounted. 
While the 


Bal timorc & Ohio and its feeder oper- 
ated S,417 miles of railway, had 843,- 
500,000 stock, and about 8123,000,000 
funded and floating debt, it has not 
been a strong corporation for a long 
time, nor so managed as to win confi- 
dence. Yet tho transaction seems to 
have caused surprise abroad, and large 
Belling of American stocks by London, 
the net transactions having been about 
20,000 shares. 
The strength of the 


market is largely due to more satis- 
factory reports of railway earnings, 
which amounted in February on roads 
within the United States only to $23.- 
8l'2,384, showing a gain of 12.2 per cent. 
over last year. 


Prices ot Industrials Still Low. 


The industries all report a slightly 


lower range of prices, except for iron 
and steel products, and it is noteworthy 
that while combinations in structural 
beams and wire and cut nails are ad- 
vancing prices, the quotation for Bes- 
semer pig has fallen to $12.40 at Pitts- 
burg, and southern No. 2 is offered at 
87.75 deliverable at Birmingham, and 
billets have sold at 817 at Pittsburg. 
The bar 
combination which raised 


prices not long ago finds an increasing 
part of the business absorbed by out- 
side works. The demand for no class 
of iron products is at this time brisk, 
but large structural business is ex- 
pected in the spring and there is still 
much hopefxalness about railroad or- 
ders, as earnings continue to improve. 


Cottons and Woolens. 


Prices of wool have declined rn 


average of 2.4 per cent, within the 
month of February, presumably be- 
cause of the failure of the proposed 
tariff bill, which Included duties on 
wool. At present the sales are the 
smallest recorded for years. But do- 
mestic holders are still somewhat ob- 
stinate, because prices abroad have 
been raised by the London sales, and it 
is believed that the stocks of domestic 
wool held here awaiting transactions 
are unusually large. There is no im- 
provement whatever in the demand 
for woolen goods, and a number of es- 
tablishments have closed, or reduced 
working force. There is also a retard- 
ing effect from the strikes in the 
clothing trade in several cities. Some 
further reductions have been made in 
prices of cotton goods, although it does 
not appear that the concessions thus 
far have been successful in calling out 
new business. 
Reports are frequent 


that many of the largest mills are 
about to stop production for a time, in 
order to give the market an opportu- 
nity to clear itself. 


Boot and Sboe Trade Quiet. 


The reports of the boot and shoe in- 


terest are not on the whole more en- 
couraging this week, shipments from 
the east being still nearly 20 per cent. 
less than last year, but there was no 
further decline in prices. It is felt 
that the manufacturers cannot afford 
to reduce figures further, with the 
present cost of materials, and yet the 
condition of the trade and the recent 
considerable reductions, have led job- 
bers to believe that delay in buying 
will be to their advantage. No im- 
portant change appears in tho leather 
market, 
and hides are somewhat 


weaker. 


Decrease In Business Failures* 


The full statement given this week 


of failures by various branches of busi- 
ness for the months of January and 
February in 1896, 1395 and 18U4, will 
attract the more attention because it 
exhibits really remarkable improve- 
ment in the month of February in most 
of the important trades. It is not ua- 
usual to find a considerable decrease in 
the number and magnitude of failures 
in that month, but this year the de- 
crease is greater than in other years 
reported. Failures for the week have 
been 2S5 in the United States, against 
234 last year and 03 in Canada against 
58 last year. 


Natchaug bilk Company Trouble.

LEAD BY MEMBERS OF THE CHAMBER 


Windows Smashed and Police Stoned— 


Officers Fire on tho Disturbers at Favla 


and Mnny Are Wounded—The 


Disorder Widespread. 


Borne, March 7.—There was a re- 


newal last night of the riotous demon- 
strations here against the government. 
The mob smashed the windows of sev- 
eral buildings and stoned the police.

much hated man is generally conceded, 
and this fact is the only thing that 
adds the slightest air of probability to 
the sensational and false story fur- 
nished to some American newspapers.

OFFICIAL POSTAGE STAMPS. 


Why Postal Receipts Do Not Cover Ex- 


penses of the Department. 


Washington, March 7.—The post- 


office department has prepared a state- 
ment of the aggregate number of 
official -postage stamps furnished the 
executive 
department 
during 
the 


whole pe riod of their issue from May 
29, 1873, to June 16, 1884. This state- 
ment is interesting as it discloses the 
fact that the postoffice department 
cannot make its receipts cover its ex- 
penditures for the reason that it car- 
ries the expenses of other departments. 
The 
denomination of stamps used 


range from one cent to twenty dollars. 
With the exception of the postoffice de- 
partment the treasury department is 
the most extravagant in its mailing 
matter, averaging over $1,000,000 in 
the period mentioned. The war de- 
partment follows with nearly one mil- 
lion. The department of the interior 
comes next, with one-half million dol- 
lars. 


COUNTERFEITERS ARRESTED. 


Au Important Seizure Made by Federal 


Officials in Neiv York. 


Washington, March 7.—Chief Hazen 


of the United States secret service has 
received a telegram from Secret Serv- 
ice Agent Bogg reporting the arrest in 
New York city of two men and a 
woman for operating an extensive mill 
for the manufacture of two-dollar sil- 
ver cetificates, known technically as 
the Windomhead note. The prisoners 
are Charles A. Peehin, Charles Murray 
and Henrietta Bolton. The mill was 
located in Clinton place and in it the 
secret service officers found zinc-etched 
plates, for printing the back and front 
of the notes, the seal, a photographic 
outfit, a printing press, inks and acids.

Bis Wife and Children Escape Safely from 


the Burning House—The Former 


Shot at by Her Husband—End 


v of a Bloody Slego. 


Bellefonte, Pa., March 7.—After 


holding the sheriff ol Centre county 
and 3,000 armed citizens at bay for 
twenty-four hours, the desperado, Wm. 
Etlinger, was only driven from his 
house when tho burning embers of the 
structure were falling about his head, 
and then, desperate to the last, and 
preferring death by his own hands to 
surrender, he blew out his brains upon 
the threshold of his dwelling. All 
efforts to dislodge the man had been in 
vain and its every one who approached 
the house exposed himself to death 
from Etlinger's rifle, Sheriff Condo 
fbund a man to risk his life in setting 
fire to the structure. 
Then it was that 


Etlinger allowed his two little children 
to leave the burning building, but his 
wife only escaped death by breaking 
away from her husband's grasp, as he 
had intended to kill her as well as him- 
self. 
As it was Etlinger fired f jnr 


shots after the woman as she fled from 
the building and then stepped outside 
aud killed himself. 


Barricaded in Hla House. 


Etlinger lived in the little village of 


Woodward, in the eastern part of this 
county. He was about 25 years of age, 
and among his neighbors had the repu- 
tation of being a man whom it was not 
best to provoke. Several months ago 
he assaulted his father-in-law, Benja- 
min Henner, and nearly scalped him 
with a piece of cord-wood. Etlinger 
was arrested at the ti-ae and brought 
here. He secured bail, but when the 
case was called for trial Etlinger failed 
to appear. A bench warrant was issued 
for his arrest, but the man had taken 
refuge in the mountains that surround- 
ed the hamlet in which he lived. 
He 


was 
occasionally seen, but no one 


was venturesome enough to attempt his 
arrest. Thursday afternoon Constable 
Barner heard that Etlinger was at 
home. There had been a feud between 
Elinger and Earner and the constable 
determined xipon the arrest of his ene- 
my. He deputized C. G. Motz and 
John Hesterman to assist him in ar- 
resting Etlinger. The three went to 
the house of Etlinger and found that 
the latter, with his wife and three- 
year-old daughter and two-year-old 
son, 
had barricaded himself in the 


second story of the frame dwelling. 
. - 
Killed One of the Officers. 


The officers entered and Barner 


kicked in one of the panels of the 
door on the second floor. Evidently 
reckoning on no desperate resistance, 
the constable sta.-ted to crawl into the 
room in which Etlinger had taken 
refuge, through the broken door. As 
Earner's head and shoulders appeared 
in the room, Etlinger fired a rifle ball 
through his head, killing him instantly. 
Etlinger then fired through tho door 
at the other two men and Motz was 
struck and badly hurt. The two depu- 
tized constables beat a hasty retreat 
from the house. They aroused the 
town and men gathered up their fire- 
arms and hastened to the Etlinger 
dwelling. 
I 
Two Hen Dangerously Wonnded. 


A shot from the 
house quickly 


warned every man that came within 
range that Etlinger was preparing to 
do further murder in the defense of 
his person. SherS Condo was tele- 
graphed for here, and with sixteen 
armed deputies went to Woodward on 
a special train. During the siege Et- 
linger sent a shot through the window 
of a house next door to his and Prank 
Geyswhite, who was lying ill therein, 
was hit and dangerously wounded. A 
little later Etlinger fired into the 
house of Mrs. Fiobert Mil ler and the 
bullet just missed that lady. John 
Mnsser, who was watching Etlinger's 
house was shot in the neck and se- 
verely wounded 
Upon the arrival of 


the sheriff on the scene that official 
took charge of the siege. The thous- 
and more men around the house kept 
up a fusilade of shots until the ammu- 
nition of the little town was exhaust- 
ed. The only way that seemed possi- 
ble to dislodge Etlinger without sacri- 
ficing the lives of several men was to 
fire the house, but. on account of the 
children and Mrs. Etlinger, the sheriff 
determined not to resort to this except 
as a last measure. 
, 
The Building Fired.

1 The house was guarded throughout 
the night and, as the news of the siege 
had spread, by daylight there were 
fully 2,000 armed men about the house. 
In the morning1 Sheriff Condo deter- 
mined upon attempting to carry the 
house by storm. 
With a number of 


deputies' he made a rush for the build- 
ing, but the whistle of the bullets from 
Etlinger's Winchester speedily took the 
courage out of the storming party and 
drove them back under cover. Then 
the sheriff decided to fire the building. 
James Cornell}', a Bellefonte deputy, 
volunteered to apply the match. Under 
cover of a fierce fire directed against 
the house by the crowd, Cornelly made 
his way to the building, applied the 
torch and returned in safety. 
The 


names made slow headway aud it was 
fully an hours before the building was 
fairly ablaze. 


Children and Mother -.cape. 


The heat of the fire drove Etlinjer 


and his family to the cellar. When the 
building had become too hot for habi- 
tation the cellear door was stealthily 
opened and the two babies pushed 
through into the street. Closely fol- 
lowing the children, Mrs. Etlinger burst 
through the cellar door and stag-gered 
out. 
The crowd was hot in ancer 


against the woman, as they believed 
she had assisted her husband in de- 
fending the house, and as she made her 
appearance a cry went up: "Shoot tha 
witch.'' Cooler heads raised a shout 
and prevented any firing at the woman. 
As she fled from the house her husband 
fired four times after her, but each shot 
went wide of the mark. 


EtUnger Klll» Himself. 


By this time the building was ablaze 


from cellar to roof, and, with the 
choice of death by cremation or at tho 
hands of thejuob, Btlingcr decided to 


kill himself. 
He suddenly 
stepped 


from the cellar way with a rifle in one 
hand a revolver in the other. On a de- 
mand to surrender the outlaw threw 
down his gun and undauntedly facing 
the mob, cried out: "I don't want to 
kill any other man but myself, but I'll 
not be taken alive," With these words 
he put the revolver to his head and 
fired two bullets into his brain, falling 
dead in the street.
